500 bags of rubbish collected 
from south west's beaches

MORE than 500 bags of 
rubbish were collected 
from the south west’s 
beaches during the Na¬ 
tional Trust Big Beach 
Clean Week. 

More than 460 volun¬ 
teers helped teams on 19 
beaches kicking off a 
year-long Coastal Festi¬ 
val of events celebrating 
the 50th anniversary of 
Neptune, a campaign 
created to help protect 
our coastline from inap¬ 
propriate development 
and care for it for every¬ 
one. 

Bella Crawford, 
Coastal Festival leader 
for the National Trust 
said: ‘Our Big Beach 
Clean week was about 
getting people out on our 
beaches to meet our staff 
and learn about the work 
we do to protect the 
coastline that we all 
love. But it was also im¬ 
portant work to ensure 
that our beaches are 
clean and safe to wel¬ 


come locals and visi¬ 
tors.’ 

“Thank you to every¬ 
one, both locally and fur¬ 
ther afield, who gave up 
their time and volun¬ 
teered with us as part of 
the Big Beach Clean. We 
were staggered by the re¬ 
sponse and it is really 
heartening that so many 
people feel so passion¬ 
ately about keeping our 
beaches clean for the 
benefit of both people 
and nature.

Child sexual exploitation: 
police arrest seven men 


LAST WEEK, Dorset police car¬ 
ried out a day of action on sus¬ 
pected perpetrators of child sexual 
exploitation (CSE), which resulted 
in seven men being arrested. 

The men, aged between 18 and 
24 years of age, were arrested on 
suspicion of a range of alleged of¬ 
fences which include causing or 
inciting a child to engage in sexual 
activity, supply of a controlled 
drug, sexual activity with a child, 
causing a child to watch or look at 
an image of sexual activity and fa¬ 
cilitating the commission of child 
offences. 

CSE is a form of child abuse that 
involves the manipulation or coer¬ 
cion of young people to engage in 
sexual activity in exchange for 
money, gifts including alcohol, to¬ 
bacco and drugs, accommodation, 
affection or status. 

The arrests were the result of 
three separate investigations 
working in partnership with Social 
Services, the NHS, schools, and 
various specialist units throughout 


Dorset police. 

Detective Inspector Neil 
Phillips, of the CSE investigation 
team, said: “Following informa¬ 
tion passed on to us by schools 
and social workers, our officers 
gathered intelligence on the sus¬ 
pects leading to their positive 
identification and location. 

“Four girls aged between 14 and 
16 years old are now safe and 
multi-agency work is going on to 
ensure they continue to be safe. 

“No charges have been made at 
this time and our investigations 
are continuing.” 

There are many signs that a child 
may be at risk. These include drug 
or alcohol misuse, sexual health 
issues and sexualised behaviour, 
sudden access to money or new 
things, self-harm, change in ap¬ 
pearance, change in temperament, 
low self-esteem, unexplained in¬ 
juries, criminality, older friends 
and acquaintances and repeatedly 
going missing from home or 
school. 


Detective Inspector Neil Phillips 
continued: “CSE is a public pro¬ 
tection priority everywhere. Mem¬ 
bers of the public, retailers and 
those in service industries such as 
taxi drivers, hoteliers and food 
outlets can help safeguard children 
at risk by looking out for signs of 
vulnerability and abuse. 

“We encourage everyone from 
all walks of life to think, watch 
and speak out. 

“There is a responsibility on 
everyone in society to do all they 
can to protect vulnerable people. 
Together, we can work to inform, 
educate and prevent this form of 
child abuse. 

“We are resolute in our determi¬ 
nation to identify perpetrators of 
CSE and bring them to justice.” 

If you have any concerns that a 
child you know may be a victim of 
Child Sexual Exploitation, report 
it in absolute confidence to Dorset 
Police on 101 or, in an emergency, 
call 999 and make an immediate 
report.

Counting the days to 
combined fire service 


DORSET and Wiltshire & Swindon 
Fire Authorities today start the one 
year countdown to their combina¬ 
tion after successfully securing the 
support of the public, constituent 
authorities and the Secretary of 
State. 

The new Dorset and Wiltshire Fire 
& Rescue Authority officially came 
into being in shadow status on April 
1 st and will replace the two existing 
Authorities on April 1 st 2016. 

This combination is the first of its 
kind in the fire sector and will help 
to secure the future and develop¬ 
ment of both Dorset and Wiltshire 
Fire & Rescue Services as well as the 
continued safety of the public in 
the two counties. 

Darran Gunter has been ap¬ 
pointed as the Chief Fire Officer of 
the new service from April 2016 
and, as designate for the next year, 
he will continue to work closely 
with Wiltshire's Chief Fire Officer 
Simon Routh-Jones and the chair¬ 
men of the two authorities to build 
a strong, safe and sustainable fire 
and rescue service. 

Cllr Rebecca Knox, chairman of 
Dorset Fire Authority and Cllr Chris 
Devine, chairman of Wiltshire & 
Swindon Fire Authority, said: "This 
combination comes after extensive 
development, research and consul¬ 
tation with politicians, members of 
the public and our members of 


staff. We would like to thank every¬ 
one who took part in the consulta¬ 
tion over the last year, which 
showed overwhelming support for 
the combination as an option for us 
to reduce our costs during these 
times of austerity whilst maintain¬ 
ing a professional service. 

"The combination will make sub¬ 
stantial savings of between £4-6 
million per year, which will help us

RESIDENTS have complained 
for several years about both litter 
and dog mess they find on 
Poundbury’s Great Field.

Being an ex-Naval officer, he 
was hugely disappointed with 
the rubbish and mess he found 
when walking his own dog. So it 
was a case of ‘Action Stations’ 
once again, but on a lesser scale 
than the Falklands war he had 
participated in during the ’80s. 

Every morning he sets out on 
a patrol, collecting rubbish on a 
one man litter pick.

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New way to report your 
lost items to the police 


DORSET police have reviewed the 
way in which lost property is re¬ 
ported. 

A new service, which started on 
April 6th will be implemented to 
make reporting lost property quicker 
and more efficient. 

Report My Loss (www.reportmy- 
loss.com) is a website which allows 
the public to report lost property 
quickly and easily without the need to 
telephone or visit a local police sta¬ 
tion. 

The information provided in any 
loss report is viewable by police 
forces nationally. 

Members of the public reporting 
lost property will be asked to com¬ 
plete an online form. A lost property 
reference number will then be issued 
for use when making an insurance 
claim. 

The Report My Loss system was 
originally developed in 2008. Avon 
and Somerset were the first force to 
adopt it and have since improved 
their service to the public while im¬ 
proving the repatriation of lost prop¬ 
erty. 

Head of Contact Management, Su¬ 
perintendent Caroline Naughton said: 
“Currently Dorset Police receive 
around 43 calls per day in relation to 
lost property, which takes up valuable 
time that Lorce Command Centre 
staff could be using to respond to 
other 101 and 999 calls. 

“The implementation of Report My 
Loss will reduce the number of lost 


property calls into the Lorce Com¬ 
mand Centre and improve call wait¬ 
ing times for the 101 service. 

“In some areas cost to use Report 
My Loss is £3.95, but in Dorset we 
have decided to subsidise this service 
service, making any reports of prop¬ 
erty lost in Dorset free.” 

The benefits of using the Report My 
Loss system are: 

• More efficient reporting 

• Improved accuracy 

• Reports are searchable nation¬ 
wide rather than being isolated to sta¬ 
tion or force-specific systems 

• Call operators are able to answer 
more 101 calls 

• Recovered property is more easily 
identifiable and returned to people. 

• Loss report numbers are inde¬ 
pendently verifiable by insurers en¬ 
abling more efficient claims 
processes 

• Serial-numbered items reported 
lost are prevented from sale at re¬ 
sponsible traders nationwide.

Charity takes on Dorset's 
bulky waste collections 

A CHARITY that helps families on modest in¬ 
comes find furniture and electrical goods has 
been chosen to provide Dorset councils' bulky 
waste collection service. 

The Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP), which 
consists of seven councils, has awarded the con¬ 
tract for its bulky household waste reuse and re¬ 
cycling service to Dorset Reclaim. 

From now on, people in Dorset who are unable 
to take big household items like sofas, beds and 
fridges to their local recycling centre will be able 
to book a collection with Dorset Reclaim. 

The new, not-for-profit service will cost £30 for 
a single item and £6 for each subsequent item. 
However, if items are in good condition and can 
be reused, they may be collected for free. 

Dorset Reclaim will then find new homes for 
the items by making them available to the com¬ 
munity. The mainly volunteer-based charity, 
which already provides a similar service in Poole, 
aims to reuse or recycle at least 65% of every¬ 
thing it collects. 

Bill Davidson, DWP head of strategy, said: "The 
new service will provide social benefits by help¬ 
ing families in need as well as the volunteers 
who Dorset Reclaim supports to get back into 
work." 

Ray Tovey, Dorset Reclaim project manager, 
said: "This new partnership will allow us to ex¬ 
tend our reuse services across Dorset. 

"We hope to provide more opportunities for 
our volunteers and a friendly, efficient service for 
Dorset households who need items removed. 
The charity will really benefit from this."

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Give your garden a rural touch 


Ever wondered how to give your garden a real rural touch? Award-winning designer Dan Pearson may be able to help

AFTER an 11 -year absence, Pearson will be returning to 
work his magic at his sixth RHS Chelsea Flower Show 
by creating a garden inspired by Chatsworth in Der¬ 
byshire, focusing on the the more rural part of the es¬ 
tate. 

His Laurent-Perrier Chatsworth Garden will represent 
a small part of the 105-acre garden, inspired by the 
park's ornamental trout stream and Paxton's rockery, 
depicting an ornamental woodland animated by a nat¬ 
uralistic water feature. 

All this sounds rather elaborate for an amateur gar¬ 
dener with a small plot, but Pearson says there are ele¬ 
ments of it you can try in your own garden to give it a 
more rural feel. 

"We often use water in small gardens to try to deflect 
surrounding noises that might be beyond the bound¬ 
aries of the garden, like traffic, neighbours or pedestri¬ 
ans. Water is a good thing in urban gardens where you 
have a lot of background noise. 

"In an urban garden with limited space, you might in¬ 


troduce water by having a little pool with a pump and 
water falling over a rock into the pool. That can be done 
in just a square metre." 

Pearson is using colour quite freely in his woodland 
garden at Chelsea and is something he recommends to 
gardeners whose plot may be overhung by trees or 
oversized shrubs. 

"You may have a predominance of green which can 
be contrasted with bright splashes of flower, but the 
flowers all have very small blooms even though they 
are bright." 

Pearson will be combining tangerine orange cande¬ 
labra primulas, P. bulleyana, which grow in wet condi¬ 
tions, with P. pulverulenta, a cerise pink type with a 
silvery reverse. 

"Don't be afraid of clashing colours when you have 
enough weight of green elsewhere." 

The garden will also have large elements, including 
rocks from Chatsworth, which are being juxtaposed 
with small, delicate flowers to achieve an effective 
change in scale. 

"In a smaller space, it's always good not to be afraid 


of using large things like a simple piece of topiary, con¬ 
trasted with plants with small flowers alongside it. Play 
with that change of scale. It allows you to inject a sense 
of confidence, like putting a lovely big sofa in the room, 
then just using a small print or motif on it which stops 
the piece being too weighty. 

"The sort of plants you'd use alongside a simple piece 
of topiary would stop it from feeling too heavy. We're 
using things you can see through like umbellifers, not 
cow parsley but angelica and Ligusticum scoticum 
(Scotch lovage), which is like a miniature angelica,and 
some delicate grasses like Melica altissima 'Alba', which 
has tiny silvery flowers which make things shimmer and 
pick up the breeze." 

Woodland planting which is easy to replicate includes 
evergreen ground covers. 

"In shady settings and woodland gardens, often in the 
summer when things die down, you're just left with 
bare earth. When bulbs which have done well in the 
spring die out, so we use evergreen ground cover to 
support that space which otherwise ends up being 
something and nothing in the height of summer." 


Pearson has used Tellima grandiflora with sedges and 
wild strawberries which will scramble about in the 
shade. 

If you only have a patio garden, a piece of topiary 
might make a focal point, with wild strawberries in 
smaller pots alongside. 

"You can also use blueberries in combination with 
wild strawberries for an edible pot. In our garden we 
don't have blueberries but we do have enkianthus, 
which are a close relative and also have a really good 
autumn colour." 

Pearson's Chelsea garden features baby oak, field 
maple (Acer campestre), hawthorn, the Japanese snow- 
bell tree (Styrax japonicus) - but if you are thinking of 
growing a tree in a small plot, choose one which will 
match the size of your space, he urges. 

"There's nothing worse than having to prune a tree 
that gets too big or even to have to cut it down." 

Save your leaves to make leafmould and mulch your 
new, naturalistic space every year, he advises. Growing 
ground cover plants will also protect the soil and keep 
it moist over the summer.

GOOD ENOUGH 
TO EAT 

Broad Beans 

If you have sown broad beans under 
glass, you should be able to plant out 
the seedlings now and at the same 
time sow more seeds directly into the 
ground as broad beans are among the 
few vegetables that will germinate in 
cold soil. Ideally, plant them in rich soil 
which is free-draining, hoe regularly to 
keep the weeds down and only water 
if the weather turns dry. You'll need to 
stake tall varieties, securing string be¬ 
tween the posts. Pinch off the top 
10cm (4in) of stem when the first 
beans start to form to ensure an earlier 
harvest. And don't let the pods get too 
big or the beans will be tough. Good 
longpod varieties include Masterpiece 
Longpod, while Green Windsor, a 
Windsor variety, has shorter, really 
flavoursome pods.

Polyanthus 

Go into any garden centre at this time 
of year and the spring flower section 
will be awash with polyanthus in all the 
colours of the rainbow, from deep pur¬ 
ple to red, orange, yellow and white. 
They are a stalwart of containers, hang¬ 
ing baskets and window boxes, paired 
with zingy dwarf narcissi, heathers, 
skimmia and ivy.The polyanthus is the 
cousin of the wild primrose and should 
ideally be planted in the autumn for a 
spring display, although they are 
cheap enough to buy now to add 
colour to your containers. For a really 
vivid colour, check out the Crescendo 
Series, particularly its vivid red. Polyan¬ 
thus like a sunny spot but will tolerate 
some shade and should be planted in 
reasonably fertile, moist but well- 
drained soil.

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Spring bulbs that haven't appeared this year, including 
tulips and crocuses, the culprits? Grey squirrels

While non-gardeners may delight at the sight 
of these cute-looking mammals, gardeners de¬ 
spair of them.They steal food from bird tables, 
dig up bulbs and corms, seem to be able to get 
through the most impenetrable 'squirrel- 
proof bird feeders and eat copious amounts 
of peanuts and seeds intended for our feath¬ 
ered friends. 

Squirrels will also destroy birds' nests to dine 
on eggs and fledglings as well as stripping 
bark off healthy trees for the sweet sap be¬ 
neath. 

The grey squirrel was introduced to Great 
Britain in the mid-19th century and now 
boasts an estimated population of 2 million, 
making them much more common than the 
native red squirrel. They out-compete the na¬ 
tive reds for food, feeding more at ground level 
and being able to digest acorns, which the reds 
can't.They also carry a deadly pox virus which 
does not affect them. 

So, what can we do? Gardening writer Anne 
Wareham, creator of blog and website 


thinkinGardens and owner of Veddw House 
Garden in Monmouthshire, Wales, offers some 
humorous insights in her new book, Outwit¬ 
ting Squirrels, inspired by Bill Alder's original 
edition. 

Squirrels are indeed formidable opponents - 
they are persistent, with great learning skills 
and fantastic memories, says Wareham. 

"It's said (I haven't investigated squirrels' 
brains in detail myself) that the hippocampus 
bit of their brain grows by as much as 15 per 
cent in the autumn when they are nut burying. 
This is the sort of effect learning 'the knowl¬ 
edge' has on the brain of a taxi driver, although 
I imagine that with the taxi driver, it's less sea¬ 
sonal," she reflects. 

Users report great success with the 'baffle', a 
plastic dome that fits on to the pole you hang 
your feeders on, protecting it from the route 
the squirrel will usually take up the pole to the 
seed. 

However, while the squirrels which climb up 
the pole may well be defeated by the dome, 
those that choose to leap from a nearby bush, 
fence or other elevation may find more success 
as they land on the top of the feeder, Wareham 
notes. 


It's wise, anyway, to grease your feeder pole 
but you'll have to do it regularly throughout 
the year to keep the squirrels at bay. 

I personally think that the best way to pro¬ 
tect bulbs in pots is to cut out a piece of 
chicken wire to fit snugly around the top of the 
pot, just below the compost and out of view. 

You can go further in beds and borders, peg¬ 
ging the wire down on the soil surface, but it 
is all pretty time-consuming. 

Other well-known repellents include chicken 
manure, cayenne pepper and moth balls. 
However, these are not guaranteed to keep 
persistent squirrels at bay. 

"An imaginative manufacturer has added 
chilli to bird food on the assumption that squir¬ 
rels won't eat it. Remember when you didn't 
like vindaloo? You learned to like it; squirrels 
will learn to like it. It will then become their 
favourite," Wareham warns. 

It might be worth planting your bulbs early 
to give them a good chance of establishing a 
strong root system to make them harder to dig 
up, and perhaps go for bulbs that aren't the 
squirrels' favourite, such as daffodils and alli¬ 
ums. But, as Wareham says, their palates can 
adapt to what's available. 


Barriers, such as fruit cages, can prevent 
damage to some plants, but make sure they're 
strong because squirrels can chew through 
plastic and thinner mesh wire. 

Ultimately, you may have to turn your squir¬ 
rel prevention methods into entertainment, 


Wareham suggests. 

"You can create enormous obstacle courses 
that they will happily learn to navigate at 
breakneck speed. The trick is to introduce a 
new obstacle, wait for the squirrel to learn it 
and then add the next."

BLUEBIRD Care Dorset is offering £250 each 
month for groups that work with older people in 
the county. 

Chris Scriven, Co-Director of Bluebird Care 
Dorset said: “As well as a range of ongoing spon¬ 
sorship arrangements aimed at benefitting the local 
community, over the course of time Bluebird Care 
Dorset has also been able to make contributions 
for one off events or to offer other ad hoc support 
to local services. 

“Across the county, there are many highly meri¬ 
torious services providing support for vulnerable 
people through befriending services, lunch clubs, 
‘Good Neighbour’ schemes and many comparable 
initiatives. Too often, though, such projects can 
struggle to raise the funds needed to continue their 
good work. The Bluebird Care Dorset Community 
Grant scheme is intended to reach out to them with 


an accessible source of revenue in order to ease 
this pressure.” 

The grant can be accessed through completing 
the simple form available to download from the 
Bluebird Care Dorset website (www.bluebird- 
care.co.uk/Our-Dorset-Offices), following the link 
to the local office and then clicking on the ‘Com¬ 
munity’ page. 

Alternatively, a copy can be obtained from the 
local Bluebird Care office. Applications are cur¬ 
rently invited, with a closing date of the final day 
of April with the grant to be awarded in May. 

Bluebird Care Dorset has been providing care at 
home services in Dorset since November 2011. 
Currently the county-wide service provides care 
visits to over 200 people from the company’s four 
offices in Weymouth, Dorchester, Wareham and 
Ferndown. 


New act will make life easier for those in care 


The biggest change in adult social 
care for 60 years, the Care Act, came 
into force on April 1st, bringing big 
changes to the way people can plan 
and pay for their care and support. 

The Care Act will mean clearer fi¬ 
nancial arrangements, better infor¬ 
mation and advice, improved 
support for carers and greater choice 
of services. A key new responsibil¬ 
ity is to focus on individuals' health 
and wellbeing and to provide better 
advice and information. The Act will 
also give people more control of the 
decisions about their care. 

The Act aims to help people stay 
healthy and live in their own homes 
for as long as possible. It includes 
changes to assessment, eligibility, 
care planning and support for carers. 

Catherine Driscoll, the council's 


director for adult and community 
services, said: "We welcome this 
major reform, and are ready for the 
changes the Act will bring. 

"The new legislation will benefit 
residents who require care and sup¬ 
port, and also their carers, who will 
have more rights and better access to 
help and support. 

"People will also know how much 
it will cost to meet needs and how 
much the council will contribute to¬ 
wards the cost. There will be more 
control over how that money is 
spent. It will also be easier for peo¬ 
ple to plan how they pay for their 
care and support during their retire¬ 
ment." 

Some of the major changes in¬ 
clude: 

• deferred payments - people may 


be able to arrange with the council 
to defer payment for permanent res¬ 
idential care until they sell their 
home or upon their death. This 
means people should no longer have 
to sell their homes during their life¬ 
time to pay for this care 

• support for carers - for the first 
time, carers will now have a right to 
support in their own right. They may 
be eligible for a personal budget to 
pay for things such as a short break 
or support groups 

• national minimum eligibility cri¬ 
teria - the government has set a na¬ 
tional minimum eligibility criteria 
for care and support which means 
people will get the same access to 
support wherever they live.

Remembering the 150 who went 
down with the Alexander in 1815 



MEMBERS of The Ship¬ 
wreck Project have held a 
commemoration in Wey¬ 
mouth to mark the 200th an¬ 
niversary of the Alexander 
foundering on Chesil Beach 
on March 27th, 1815. 

The event was held at All 
Saints Church, Wyke Regis, 
where members were joined 
by the Rev Deb Smith. 

The Alexander, an East India 
‘Country’ ship, had left Bom¬ 
bay on October 15th, 1814, to 
take advantage of the north 
easterly winter monsoon 
winds blowing from the In¬ 
dian coast. Many of the pas¬ 
sengers were either of army or 
East India Company families. 

She called in at Cochin, 
India, to pick up more passen¬ 
gers and probably further 
cargo such as the gum Ben¬ 
jamin, a balsamic resin. Five 
cases of gum Benjamin, to¬ 
gether with bags of coffee 
beans, bales of cotton and 
pipes of Madeira wine were 
later recovered from the 
wreck. 

Of the crew and passengers, 
only four lascars and one Per¬ 
sian, possibly a female, sur¬ 
vived. More than 150 people 
drowned and bodies subse¬ 
quently washed up were 


buried in local church ceme¬ 
teries such as at Wyke, Port¬ 
land and even as far away as 
Lyme Regis. 

The red and white flowers 
for the commemoration were 
chosen to represent the red 
and white stripes depicted on 
the East India Company flag, 
a flag that some say was the 
basis of the later American 
stars and stripes flag. 

An elephant tusk was recov¬ 
ered from a shipwreck site off 
Chesil Beach opposite Wyke 
Regis. It is one of many tusks 
that have been recovered over 
quite a wide area of the seabed 
suggesting they have been ei¬ 
ther trawled or moved about 
in storms. East India Com¬ 
pany ships are often recorded 
as carrying ivory. 

The memorial, on the north 
west wall of Wyke church was 
erected by Charles Forbes and 
the other un-named owner of 
the Alexander. 

John Forbes had formed the 
Indian cotton trading com¬ 
pany of Forbes & Co in 1767 
soon diversifying into ship 
brokerage, ship building and 
eventually into banking and in 
1813 was instrumental in 
breaking the monopoly of 
English-built East India Com¬ 


pany ships trading between 
India and England. 

A spokesman for the Project 
said: “The ethos of The Ship¬ 
wreck Project is to locate, 
identify and bring maritime 
history to the surface with 


sonar and photography”. As 
such The Shipwreck Project 
will again be exploring this 
and other wreck sites to con¬ 
firm identification and to tell 
their story, that being the real 
treasure of all wrecks.”

Robin Williams had a history of depression and his 
suicide, in August of last year, is a reminder that mental 
illness really can impact anybody, and indeed it does, 
affecting around one in four people in the UK alone, 
with anxiety and depression the most common form . 

"Not everyone with a mental illness will kill them¬ 
selves," points out Platt, "but there is an elevated risk." 

This risk can be as high as 15% for people with more 
severe forms of depression and bipolar disorder, but 
in the majority of cases, people who take their own 
lives will have had undiagnosed mental illness, or 
would have received inadequate treatment. 

While this is obviously sad, it does also reassure us 
that treatments can be extremely effective - if they're 
given in time. 

"But we've got to identify problems and then engage 
that person with treatment, that's the challenge," notes 
Platt. 

Another challenge is raising awareness of mental 
health both within the health services and in the gen¬ 
eral public.

The trophy will arrive in Weymouth on July 12th to 
coincide with Weymouth & Portland Rugby Club’s 
Beach Tag / Tag Rugby festival. 

Launched on June 10th, 100 days before the opening 
match, the Rugby World Cup Trophy Tour will travel 
through Scotland, Northern Ireland, the Republic of 
Ireland, Wales and England before arriving at Twick¬ 
enham Stadium on September 18th ahead of the open¬ 
ing ceremony. 

Weymouth & Portland RFC will welcome the tour 
alongside their annual beach event which is open to 
everybody who wishes to enter a team from local rugby 
clubs to cubs, scouts, guides, youth clubs, schools, col¬ 
leges and sports clubs. 

This year the event will take on a World Cup theme 
with teams encouraged to play as national teams taking 
part in this year’s World Cup. 

Chris Davis, Secretary of Weymouth and Portland 
RFC said: “This will be a great honour for the club and 
Weymouth and Portland to host the Trophy Tour at our 
annual beach rugby festival, and will be a highlight of 
this year’s event.” 

A spokesperson for England Rugby 2015 said: “With 
less than six months to go we are delighted to announce 
that Weymouth & Portland will host the Rugby World 
Cup Trophy Tour on its 100 day journey across the UK 
and Ireland. 

“It will be the perfect opportunity to excite and en¬ 
gage fans across the UK and Ireland and make 2015 
feel like the year of the rugby nation. 

Delivering a continuous 100 day tour means we can 
give as many fans as possible the opportunity to see the 
Webb Ellis Cup and tell us their rugby story as they 
countdown to their own tournament experience.

IT looked like Boxing Day all over 
again as a charitable Bridport defence 
gave their hosts a two goal start in¬ 
stead of handing out Easter eggs.

This gave the Dolphins a bit of momen¬ 
tum, and Burbidge made a couple of 
dangerous runs down the right wing. 

However Dorchester soon settled 
again and Crittenden fired over the top 
from 20 yards when Chris Dillon's long 
throw was cleared to him. 

They did however have a let-off soon 
after when former Magpie Steve Devlin 
made a surging run from in his own half, 
and as the Magpies defence backed off 
he fired in a shot. The ball took a deflec¬

Dorchester were by far
